Lord Murray Says It Is Import- 
ant Settlement Should 
Be Reached, 


‘COMPETITION FROM THE 


AMERICANS NATURAL 


Under Contract Survey is Now 
Being Made at Various 
Ports, 


Panama, Dee. 18—-Lord Murray, of 


Elibank, partner of Lord Cowdray in 
various enterprises in the republic of 
Colombia and other parts of South 
America, arrived at Panama yesterday 
on his way to New York. 

When questioned as to the alleged 
pressure brought by Washington — to 
bear on the Colombian government, 
Ieord Murray replied that the matter 
was delicate, and it would be impro- 
per to discuss it publicly at the pres- 
ent time, 

Lord Murray said he considered It 
of the greatest interest to Commerce 
on the Caribbean Sea that the long 
standing diMeulty between the United 
States and Colombia should be settl- 
ed in accordance with the interests and 
the honor of the two nations con- 
cerned. 

In regard to the polley of obstruc- 
tion reported to have been used by 


Americans, Tord Murray admitted 
having met with competition from 
nowerful American interests, but he 


thought this was only natural. He 
contradicted the report that the Pear- 
son concern was hostile to American 
interests. On the contrary, he sald, it 
was friendly to those Interests.  Lorti 
Murray said: “t withdrew from. the 
contract with Colombia owing to the 
raising of external questions and to 
the unprecedented state of parties in 
the Colombian congress though a re- 
presentative committee of the chamber 
had presented a unanimous repert in 
{ts faver and public opinion in Bogota

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Bicknell Tells Railway Commission Statutory 
Principle of Equality of Treatment—Shipper and Jobber Not 


Only Ones to Ber 


Ottawa, Dec. 18—The western freight 
rates case, commenced before the rail- 
way board in February, 1912, closed at 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. The last 
words in the “ise were uttered by M, 
yy, Cowan, K.C., counsel for Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, other counsel on be- 
half of the people having engaged in 
rebuttal of the arguments of Hon. I’, 
HH, Phippen, counsel for the GC. N. R, 
during the day. 
expect adjournment before tomorrow,’ 
remarked Chairman Drayton, smil- 
ingly. 

“Well gentlemen, this case Is closed.” 

Bicknell, sénior counsel for the do- 
minion, thanked the commission on 
pehalf of other counsel present for the 
forbearance and patience which they 
had evinced throughout in a trying and 
sometimes tedious enquiry. 

Counsel gathered up files and = ex- 
hibits and quietly dispersed, 

Then ended the biggest case ever 
tried before the railway commission of 
Canada, or particularly any other 
similar inquiry in the world, 
which has taken nearly two years to 
complete and the evidence of which will 
form a pile of solid printed matter 
more than half the height of a@ man.

of 7 while Ontario goes from 86 to 82, Nova Scotia from 18 
back to 16 members and New Brunswick from 18 back te 
(Quebec, of zourse, stands the same, at 65, 
but the basic unit rises through the increase of the population 
By dividing 65 into the population 
(Quebec, the basic unit is arrived at. The quotient is, approxi- 
mately, thirty thousand.

Dr, Rudolf Forester, of Berlin, has 
been investigating the same subject, 
and he has just published a book on 
“The Connection of Professions and 
PMashions with Mental Diseases.” Dr. 
Forester says it is a sign of progres- 
sive paralysis when a man of plain- 
life takes to dressing himseif up like 
an Unter den Linden dude and wears 
a silk hat, And Dr. Holy says il is a 
sure sign of paranoia when elderly 
show a minute zeal about 
their clothing, and particularly when 
family copy one another's garb. 

“A certain proportion of lunatics" 
says Dr. Holz. “probably three per 
owe thelr troubles to the influ-} 
in fashion; that is, to women's 
fashions, This does not include the 
vast humber upon whom fashion acts 
indirectly in an injurious sense, for 
instance, to tight-laced women, who 
suffer from hysteria, Hysteria is es- 
sentially a fashion nervous disease.

Matt Wells, the little English 
boxer who was, for a Une, the 
champion of England and the holder of the 
Lord Lonsdale belt, will be 97 years old 
tomorrow, Wells has lately been fighting 
In Australia, and at Sydney last September 
he won the verdict on points over Owen 
Moran, the clever Uttle Britisher in a 
20-round contest, — Moran has since loudly 
declared that he was cheated, and this 
Opition seems to have been shared by some 
of the Australian sport Writers, who de- 
clare that, at the best, Wells was entitled 
fo nothing better than a draw, The crowd 
of 7,000 fans in the Sydney Stadium jJeered 
when the verdict was announced, Wells 
Was knocked down in the first round. and 
Was pretty badly mauled in the last round 
of the contest, A few months prior to 
the Moran bout, Wells won on points from 
Hughie Mehegan, the Australian Ight- 
welght, to whom he had previously lost on 
a foul, 

Wells began his career in the ring as 
an amateur, winning the amateur cham- 
pionship of Great Britain tn 1904, and again

year he turned professional and whipped 
several good English lasts. In 1910 he 
came to America to assist Jem Driscoll

LABOR FEDERATION 
CONVENTION ENDS 


During the past week the American 
Federation of Labor concluded its 83 aunu- 
al convention, which opened on November 
10 at Seattle, AS was thought probable 
from the start, Mr, Samuel Gompers was 
re-clected president, several old officers 
being also retained, 

Many important subjects were discussed 
by the convention, and a number of dls- 
putes efefcting different trade untons em- 


braced within the Federation were ad- 
justed, Tt was decided that the time was 
not yet opportune for the formation of a 


labor party and it was recommended that 
Jabor’s non-partisan attitude — regarding 
political matters should be continued,  La- 
bor’s position regarding the exclusion of 
Astatics was re-affirmed and a better edu- 
cational test asked for certain classes of 
European immigrants, Winston Chur- 
chill’s naval holiday proposal was approved, 
and a resolution passed to the effect that 
While all ineans possible should be used to 
Dring about a peaceful settlement of the 
difficulties between Mexico and the United 
States armed tnterference should pot be 
condemned if found absolutely necessary, 

An Interesting Question discussed at the 
convention was that of the formation of 
a national unton taking tn employees of the 
post office, innnlgration and customs ser- 
viee at present under civil service rules 
and not embraced by the mechanical unions, 
Tt was also decided to organize the furni- 
ture factorics and laundries in Canada, 

Mr, P, M, Draper, secretary-treasurer of 
the Pominton Trades and Labor Congress, 
as delegate from Canada, presented an tn- 
teresting report, ja which he reviewed the 
progress of the trade unlon movement tn 
Canada, discussed the Vancouver miner's 
strike and proposed workingmen'’s compen-
